‘nary Charge; for if che latter, ‘twas own'd the 
‘ Chapter was not obiig’d to 1 by Virtue of the 
‘ Treaty made with them; bu. .f che furmer, ‘hen 
‘ir was a jut Demand. To decide that Queftion, 
the Stares wait the Ret. of their Deputies, who 
* bave taken an Ocular {n.pcctiun of the Pisce, and
